The geological features and the ore 


deposits of Manhattan arc marked by 
granite uplifts, occuiring three miles 
easterl> and southeasterly of Manhat- 
tan, lilting the overlying sedimenUiiy 
beds .generally northwesterly, though 
there are local variations in the de- 
grees and direction of dip. in super- 
ficial areas according to foldings and 
faultingh of the formation, according 
to longitudinal and lateral pressure, 
to meteoric influences and forces erod- 
ing and cutting the country as evi- 
denced in gulches and deeply scoied 
ciinyons.

torted, twisted and partially folded. 
This is chielly the result of intense 
pressure, just as the leaves of a book

folds, creating erratic separations and 
openings between the leaves by hand 
pressure. And into these spaces, forced 
open 
in the strata, have seeped and 


flown acid waters, charged with solu- 
tions of silicon, coming from silicious 
rocks, thus f.liing, by sedimentation, 
in Alteration and precipitation, form- 
ing quartz in deposits and lenses and 
veons, various in foi m and magni- 
tude.

Roosevelt's Choice

HERE seems now to be but little doubt as 


to who is the favorite of Mr. Roosevelt 


for the presidency of the United States to suc- 
ceed himself. He has thrown the glassy eye up- 
on, turned the marble heart to the aspirations of 
Messrs. Rbot, Fairbanks, and Cannon, and the 
genial ra\s of his indorsement now repose their 
kindly gleam upon the portly form of Secretary 
Taft." 


The Republican party is split into two camps 


—one standing for the old-time "conservative" 
idea that has made the organization the slave of 
special interests and the handmaid of the great 
corporations e\cr since the administration of 
Grant, and the other striving to give it some re- 
semblance to the Democratic party—the party oi 
the people.

dustrial servitude. Whatever the workingman of 
the east may think of Taft as the greatest friend 
of the common people now in the ranks of the Re- 
publican part}, the Pacific Coast laborer is under 
no illusions regarding this able friend of Chi- 
nese immigration.

so far as the people of Nevada are concerned.

Bryan True to Silver

ITH that matchless constancy and bravery 


which has ever distinguished his every 


action, William J. Bryan reaffirms his belief in 
the doctrine of free coinage of silver. No better 
proof than this could be given of Bryan's asser- 
tion that he does not seek the presidency, for no 
other action could so dangerously impair his 
strength with the people of the east. 


There was no call for Bryan to make such a 


declaration. The silver question is not at present 
an issue and in all likelihood will not be one 
when the times for the campaign of 1908 ar- 
rives.

able belief in the free coinage of the money of the 
contitution.

dent, will take great satisfaction in the loyally of 
their champion of their greatest industry, and 
•uill undoubted!} support him when he beex&nes 
the nominee of the Democratic party in i'yoS. 
They will also express their indorsement of the 
Bryan movement by voting the Democratic ticket 
—the ticket of the party of which he is the fore- 
most leader—in the State campaign this fall.
